T here are 75 head of mixed 
breed or cattaloes, 300 head of Persian 
(gheep, 43 head of K arakule sheep, IO 
elk, 15 antelope and IOO head of black 
polled Angus cattle. 
It is planned by the company to 
make the buffalo herd worth not less 
than $1,000,000 in ten years. 
Colonel Goodnight has devoted thir­ 
ty years to propagating the buffalo 
and crossing it with polled Angus cat­ 
tle. 
He has long been noted as the 
greatest breeder of buffaloes and cat­ 
taloes In the world. 
He has reached 
that tim e in life when he wants to 
prepare for a continuation of the work 
lie has so well begun after he has laid 
aside life’s cares and burdens. 
It was 
this desire that has prom pted the or­ 
ganization of a strong financial com­ 
pany to take over his valuable hold­ 
ings.

Koblsaat, editor and publisher of the 
Chicago Record-Herald, Mr. Sullivan 
having never appeared before eithe r 
the senate committee on privileges 
and elections nor the Helm committee 
of the Illinois legislature, which inves­ 
tigated the* Lorimer election last win 
tor. 
While the members of the com­ 
mittee do not know whether or not 
Mr. Sullivan has any valuable infc r- 
mation on the subject, Chairman Dil­ 
lingham thought it advisable to sum­ 
mon him on account of his prominent 
position in Illinois Democratic circles.

"MUZZLE IHE DOGS" 


Cry Sent Over Nation by Wash­ 
ington Experts. 


Authorities Who Originated “Swat the 
F ly ” Command Give New Health 
W arning— Danger to Pub­ 


lic Grows. 


W ashington.—The departm ent of ag­ 
riculture has put out a companion 
slogan for “Swat the Flies.” 
It is 
“Muzzle the Dogs." 
It was the path­ 
ological division in the bureau of ani­ 
m al industry that originated the “Swat 
th e Flies” command, and It is the 
sam e division that puts forth the ap­ 
peal for the muzzling of all dogs. 
The pathologists In the departm ent 
declare that rabies in animals and hy­ 
drophobia in man is one of the most 
terrible maladies known to medical 
science, and yet, they say, It could be 
quickly eradicated If the dogs were 
only muzzled. 
The scientists of this division have 
exerted sufficient influence here at the 
national capital to produce an order 
from the district authorities command­ 
ing the muzzling of all dogs during 
th e heated season. They say they wish 
they could exert the sam e influence in 
every city and tow'n in the 
Ignited 
States. 
In an appeal to th e public to insist 
on the muzzling of dogs, the path­ 
ological division points out that rallies 
is prevalent among dogs in different 
p arts of the United States, and that 
th e presence of infected animals is a 
constant menace to hum an life. 
The division says that the relative 
Infrequency of deaths among people 
who have been bitten by rabid dogs is 
due to the protection afforded by the 
P asteu r treatm ent; even 
with 
this 
treatm ent, however, it is pointed out, 
considerable anxiety, suffering, h ard ­ 
ship and expense are entailed on many 
people. 
The departm ent scientists say that 
anyone who will take the trouble to 
look over the proceedings of the Am er­ 
ican Veterinary Medical 
association 
for the last twelve years will observe 
th a t rabies is reported as existing in 
a num ber of states each year, although 
th ere has been no special endeavor on 
th e part of the resident state secreta­ 
ries to ascertain the extent of this 
particular disease in their sections. 
Disease in Large Territory. 
Last year there were outbreaks of 
th e disease among animals at Chi­ 
cago, Jacksonville, Fla.; El Paso, Tex.; 
Norfolk, Va.; K ansas 
City, 
Boston, 
Baltimore, 
W ashington, 
Cleveland, 
P asadena and I*os Angeles, Cal., and 
in certain sections of New York, Penn­ 
sylvania, Minnesota, 
Ohio, 
Missouri 
and Michigan. 
There are now' tw enty Pasteur in­ 
stitutions in the United States for the 
treatm ent of rabies. 
They are located 
as follows: University of Michigan; 
W ashington, D. C., in connection with 
the hygienic laboratory of the United 
S tates public health and marine bos- 
pital service; 
Atlanta, Ga.; 
Austin, 
Tex.; Baltimore, Chicago; Iowa City, 
Iowa; Jacksonville, Flu.; Minneapolis; 
Montgomery, Ala.; Newark, Del.; New 
Orleans; Pittsburg; 
Raleigh, N. C.; 
Richmond, Va.; St. Louis, two in In­ 
dianapolis, and two in New York city. 
As an indication of both the distribu­ 
tion and prevalence of rabies among 
animals may be considered the num ­ 
ber of persons who have been treated 
in these institutes. 
The reports to the 
pathological division show the follow­ 
ing treatm ents at the Pittsburg insti­ 
tute : 
Cases. 
From December, 1900, to Septem ­ 
ber, 1902 .............................................. 76 
From 
October, 1902, to 
October. 
1904 .........................................................143 
From 
October, 1904, to

The Texas institute, under state con­ 
trol, has been established less than 
five years, but the num ber of persons 
who have applied for treatm ent has 
gradually increased from 81 in 1903 to 
254 in 1906, 310 in 1907 and 353 in 
1908. 
At the St. Louis institute 381 pelf 
sons have been treated, coming from 
eleven southern and central western 
states and from Mexico. 
Since 1890 the Chicago institute has 
treated 
3,016 
people, 
coming 
from 
thirty different states of the Union. 
At the New York institute (Ram- 
baud’s), 1,347 cases were treated be­ 
tween 1890 and 1900. 237 cases in 1900 
and 1901, and 486 cases from October, 
1904, to October, 1906. 
Brawner of the Georgia Institute has 
treated 670 patients since 1900, with 
only two deaths. 
During this time all 
the people in Georgia bitten by rabid 
animals, so far as could be learned, 
and who did not take the treatm ent, 
were recorded, and of the 120 bitten 
without subsequent treatm ent twenty- 
nine have died. 
Rabies is said to be 
very much on the increase in that sec­ 
tion, and it is not uncommon for farm ­ 
ers to lose m any horses, cow’s and 
hogs from the disease. 
At 
the 
Baltim ore 
institute 
1,032 
cases have been treated, 334 of which 
came from Maryland, 117 from North 
Carolina, 102 from Pennsylvania, 104 
from Virginia, 112 from West Virginia, 
57 from the District of Columbia, and 
the remainder from 
thirteen 
other 
states. 
Since 1901 the Richmond institute 
has treated 208 cases, coming from 
Virginia. North and South Carolina 
and West Virginia. 
The pathological division says there 
Is no doubt th at neglect has allowed 


the accumulation of ownerless dogs In 
this country to an extent th at renders 
the large cities frequently liable to in­ 
cursions of rabid animals. 
“Even to m ention muzzling, 
how­ 
ever, is sufficient to bring tirades of 
abuse upon the heads of the sanita­ 
rium ,” says the chief pathologist in 
the division, “and dog sentim entalists 
are immediately up In arms, using 
time, influence and money to prevent 
such an ordinance." 
lf all states should enact muzzling 
laws, or if the state boards of health, 
state sanitary boards and municipal 
authorities should be empowered to 
issue and enforce 
regulations com­ 
pelling the muzzling of all dogs and 
the impounding or hum ane destruction 
of all dogs found running at large, the 
disease would, the government path ­ 
ologists says, be promptly 
stam ped 
out.

loan, how’ever, and, as evidence of our 
altruistic motive, this country agreed 
to have as fiscal agent a representa­ 
tive of a country not pecuniarily in­ 
terested. 
The international significance 
of 
the loan lies in the 
fact 
th at 
it 
clinches the interest of four of the 
g reatest nations of the world ^n pre­ 
serving the adm inistrative entity of 
th e Chinese em pire and insuring an 
open door to the whole world. 
Japan, 
however, from all reports, affects to 
see in the loan a sinister purpose on 
the part of the United States to ac­ 
quire a foothold in China and to block 
h er own “rig h ts” in Manchuria, J a ­ 
pan affirming th at “Manchuria is J a ­ 
p a n ’s India.” 
It seems impossible for 
the Japanese to believe that the diplo­ 
m atic course of the United States in 
a case like this could be altruistic, 
th at we could be actuated solely by 
a desire to help China to get on her 
feet and entertain no covert design 
against Japan.

Carolina and Sloan cf Nebraska. 
Complaint has beer made th at the 
forecasts of the w eather bureau are 
“faulty, inaccurate and otherw ise ob­ 
jectionable.” The committee proposes 
to find out, if possible, why predic- | 
tions made by the w eather bureau 
forecasting a drought are som etimes 
followed by rain, snow or hail, or why j 
it is that on occasion a “w et” forecast 
is the forerunner of a dry spell. W est­ 
ern farmers, so the Democratic m em ­ 
bers of the com m ittee say, are com ­ 
plaining over the w eather bulletins, 
contending th at the governm ent 
bu­ 
reau no longer has a high reputation 
for accuracy.

Mrs. Robins was

Drier, a 
member 
of a re h and so­ 
cially 
prominent 
family of Brook­ 
lyn 
She 
first 
came into prominence as a worker in 
| the W omen’s Municipal league, an a s ­ 
sociation of wealthy and intelligent 
women interested In civic 
reform. 
From political activities she turned 
hor attention to problems 
of 
labor 
and of labor legislation. When In 1904 
the W om en’s Trade Union league was 
formed she became its president and 
has since been ardently devoted to 
labor problems as they affect the lives 
and destinies of working women. Aft­ 
er her marriage to Mr. Robins, well­ 
known writer and reformer, she re­ 
moved her activities to Chicago and 
organized a branch of the Women’s 
Trade Union league, of which she be­ 
came president. 
The league, as its title indicates, ex­ 
ists to organize women in the trades. 
In all recent labor struggles involving 
women the league has played a promi­ 
nent part and its leaders have don# 
valuable work in mediating between 
employers and employed. 
The great 
garm ent workers’ strike in Chicago 
brought the league and Mrs. Robins 
into prominence. 
Every week day du­ 
ring the strike the tireless crusader 
for the rights of th e weak occupied 
herself with organizing forces, raising 
money, planning, ordering and con­ 
ferring with leaders of both sides. 
Mrs. Robins is not a philanthropist. 
She does not work for working wo­ 
m en; she works with them. She lives 
with them. 
Her home is a small flat 
on the third floor of a tenem ent house. 
Most of the other Inhabitants of tho 
house and of the neighborhood are of 
foreign birth. 
Mrs Robins flat is sim ­ 
ply furnished. 
Her housekeeper, an 
elderly German 
woman, keeps 
the 
place sweetly clean, but no one would 
dream that the m istress of the house 
possessed great wealth. 
Mrs, Robins does not devote her en­ 
tire thought to the battles of labor. 
She gives an am ount of intelligent 
thinking to the social basis on which 
the Industrial system rests. She know s 
th a t women are in industry to stay 
and she realizes and tries to solve th * 
many problems which that great fa ct 
involves. 
Just now Mrs, 
Robins 
and 
th e 
league Rre working out a plan w here­ 
by working women m ay borrow m oney 
' in an emergency without having to 
subm it to the extortions of the loan 
sharks.

W here Green Turtles Nest. 
Among the keys of Florida one may 
occasionally detect little mounds of 
sand on the beach—sure Indications of 
the n est of tho green turtle, says a 
w riter iii the Wide World. 
This crea­ 
ture, by means of its flippers, digs a 
pit in the sands from 15 to 20 inches 
deep and a few feet above high-water 
m ark. 
In this hole the mother turtle 
buries herself for two days. 
When 
bIio em erges she bas invariably left 
behind ti nest of “ggs. which vary in 
num ber from 80 to as many tis 200. 
Hhe then fills in th* hole and leaves 
tho hatching to Hie heat of the sun. 
An interesting fact about these eggs 
is th a t the shells are quite soft. 
Tho 
period of incubation is about CO days, 
and as soon as they break out of their 
prison the young turtles immediately 
m ake for the water. 
Unfortunately 
they have many enem ies—rats, birds 
and crabs steal the eggs, while as 
aoon as the baby turtles reach the 
w afer they are liable to be devoured 
by th e larger fish. 
Indeed, if all the 
eggs laid by these creatures 
were 
h atched and the turtles attained to an 
average size, they would soon be al­ 
m ost as plentiful aa cod. 


The White Whale. 
One of the creatures th a t Inhabit 
the northern seas is the beluga, or 
white whale, says H arper’s Weekly. It 
frequents the Arctic ocean, enters the 
numerous bays and inlets, and some 
times travels 
up 
the fresh 
water 
streams to a considerable distance in 
search of food. It preys upon fish and, 
owing to its ability to swim very rap 
idly. it is able to capture th e fastest 
of these. 
It is pure white in color and 
quite large, often reaching 15 to US 
feet in le n g t h 
It has a large mouth, 
containing a number of very sharp 
conical teeth. 
It swims by doubling 
its strong tall back under its body 
and driving itself forward 
with 
a 
powerful stroke. The natives of those 
cold regions which it inhabits catch 
the white whale with a stout net and 
by the use of the harpoon. 
A portion 
of the flesh Js used for food and the 
remaining portion is converted into 
a very Ane grade of fish oil, 
which 
finds a ready sale. 
The skins are re­ 
moved and made into loathe*. 


A rm y Must Have Horses.
